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OPP lays 241 charges on 
waterways 


OPP Marine Units, based 
across eastern Ontario, have 
spent more than 1400 hours 
patrolling lakes and rivers 
since June -1st. In that time, 
officers checked 3508 ves- 
sels, laid a total of 241 
charges and issued more 
than 900 warnings. 

Startlingly, many of the 
charges stemmed from a 
failure by boat operators to 
ensure they had an adequate 
number of Personal Flotation 
Devices on their boat, while 
other charges and warnings 
stemmed from various vio- 
lations of the Small Vessel 


Regulations. These involve a 
failure to have a valid Pleas- 
ure Craft Operator ’s Compe- 
tency Card or for failing to 
have appropriate ~ safety 
equipment such as flash- 
lights, whistles or a fire ex- 
tinguisher. 

Nearly 140 Liquor License 
Act charges have been laid, 
primarily against those 
caught with open liquor on 
their boat, contrary to regu- 
lations. Several boaters have 
also been charged with be- 
ing impaired. 

So far this summér the 
Eastern Region OPP has in- 


vestigated four fatal inci- 
dents on the waterways, and 
urges you to exercise cau- 
tion and common sense on 
the waterways, whether 
you are boating or swim- 
ming.

Fish - healthy food or deadly poison? 


What if you were allergic 
to something as common, as 
good for everyone, and as 


“healthy for most as any food 


can be. Fish. It’s the logi- 
cal alternative for everyone 
who wishes to eat healthy, 
lean meat with lots of pro- 
tein. It’s been touted for 
generations and more, as an 
ideal food for all. It was one 
of the two staples that were 
provided to the masses by 
Jesus during His sermon 6n 
the Mount. But you are al- 
lergic to fish. All kinds and 
all sizes. Any by-products 
containing fish , fish oil, etc. 
Your allergies cause you to 
swell in the throat and you 
can no longer breathe. Your 
heart starts to fight to sur- 
vive. Soon you may go into 
a coma, and without imme- 
diate (within minutes) inter- 
vention you will die. 

This may seem like a 
harsh introduction to the 
world of those who are al-

the facts are even more 
alarming, and cannot be ex- 
aggerated. This is one of the 
allergies, that rather than be- 
coming less intense after 
successive exposures, con- 
versely intensifies to the 
point of causing death. Af- 
ter my daughter suffered a 
recent extreme attack, it be- 
came clear that this is a mat- 
ter that more people need to 
be aware of, so that they 
may protect themselves and 
their loved ones from unin- 
tentional, accidental expo- 
sure. 

The third leading cause of 
food allergy (after eggs and 
milk) is seafood, which in- 
cludes both fish and shell- 


’ fish. 


Up to 30 percent of work- 
ers who are in any seafood 
related industry are afflicted 
with occupational asthma, 
contact dermatitis, or 
exzema. 

It is estimated that about 
22 percent of all populations 
suffer from a fish allergy. 


The fish commonly known 


to cause allergic reations in- 
clude cod, salmon, trout, 
herring, sardines, bass, or- 
ange roughy, swordfish, 
halibut and tuna. 

Shellfish commonly 
known to cause allergic re- 
actions include shrimp, crab, 
crayfish, lobster, oysters, 
clams, scallops, mussels, 
squid, and snails. 

Severe asthmatic attacks 
can be triggered by the smell 


of fish in a sensitive person. 


Even anaphylactic shock has 
been reported after eating 
foods cooked in reused 
cooking oil, or when uten- 
sils and containers have been 
used earlier for cooking fish. 

Food labels need to be 


read carefully because highly 


processed foods may con- 
tain hidden fish or shellfish. 
For example, the basis for 
imitation crab, lobster, and 
shrimp is pollock. It can also 


‘be used in beef and pork 


substitutes as part of hot 
dogs, ham, and pizza top- 
pings. Also, fish skin is used

Seafood allergies have no 
effective preventative treat- 
ment other than patient edu- 
cation and complete avoid- 
ance.

Mr. Barnes explained 
that Bhaktimarga Swami 
launched his second cross- 
Canada walk on May 3 at 
Cape Spear, Newfoundland, 
North America’s eastern- 
most point and will conclude 
the walk in Victoria, B. C.

or December. 


His first cross-Canada 
walk was undertaken in 
1996 when, in 210 days, he 
covered 8,500 km and wore’ 
out four pairs of running 
shoes walking from west to 
east.

All other driving of an off-

_ Off-road vehicles found 
‘operating on or along a road- 
way face large numbers of 
equipment fines under the 
Highway Traffic Act. Off- 
road vehicles do not con- 
form to the high standards 
that road vehicles do. For 
example off-road vehicles do 
not have mirrors and 
seatbelts required by the 
Highway Traffic Act. In ad- 
dition, a large amount off- 
road vehicle equipment does 
not meet road safety stand- 
ards. For example, the brak- 
ing system and the tires on 
most off-road vehicles do 
not meet the road safety 
standards. Therefore people 
driving their off-road vehi- 
cles on, or along a roadway 
potentially face thousands of 
dollars of fines.

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Michael Czerewko, saving 0

Havelock - Michael 
. Cretewko is getting used to 
secing the advertisement for 
his business, Re-store, tumn- 
ing yellow and getting dog 
cared, stuck to peoples’ 
fridges, He knows when he 
walks into that house for the 
first time that he’s meeting 
people who have been con- 
sidering some type of historic 
restoration to their home for 
quite some time and that they 
visually relate to his philoso- 
phy. “That someone who 
calls tonight could have cut 
that ad out of the paper two 
years before and now 
. they've finally decided 
theyre ready,” he said in an 
interview 
Beginning with his own 
home on Highway #44 north 
of Havelock, which is con- 
structed of recycled or re- 
production materials, 
Czerewko is concerned with 
quality not short cuts. 


“| bought this property 30 
years ago,” he relates, “and 
have literally pioneered here. 

"Most of the material I car- 
ried in on my back; the road

was put in last.” The farm- 
house he built in 1982, and 
added onto in 1992, is a rec- 
reation of a period farm- 
house. complete with fire- 
place and pine plank floor- 
ing. In keeping with his de- 
sire for authenticity, he trav- 
elled to the States to pur- 
chase the nails used in the 
flooring, nails that were pro- 
duced on a machine made in 
the early 1800's. The addi- 
tion is filled with a collection 
of oil lamps and period tools, 
with a wall of windows fac- 
ing north. The windows 
were originally in a coach 
house in Quebec. 

But unlike people raised in 
the country who build a 
home close to the road so 
they can watch the activity, 
he’s a transplanted city per- 
son who enjoys the anonym- 
ity of a long driveway and a 
house surrounded by nature. 
Michael grew up in west 
central Toronto and he at- 
tributes three years spent at 
Central Tech, studying art, 
for the life that’s followed. 
He recalls with a grin the 
part of art classes that he 
found most frustrating, col-

our theory. He got through 
it and has found that it,plays 
a big part in his everyday life. 

Following Central Tech, 
he was a sculptor “who got 
to travel around the world at 
other people’s expense”, in- 
cluding a month as Artist in 
Residence ir St. John’s. 
Newfoundland, a part of the. 
country that he grew to 
know and love. He then 
spent four years teaching 
three dimensional design at 
the University of Guelph but 
found that, as time went on, 
students were more inter- 
ested in learning things that 
would lead’ to employment 
not in expanding their hori- 
zons. He turned his back on 
city life in an effort to get 
away from the background 
noise always present in the 
city. 

He thinks back to the 
1980’s when the $20,000 
bathroom was a statement 
that homeowners wanted to 
make, they wanted a spa; or 
they want an entertainment 
unit to hide the fact they 
owned a television; or an 
electric stove that is d ‘dead 
ringer’ of a stove from the 


previous century. He did not 
buy into any of these goals. 
Instead he started a land- 
scaping business, creating 
gardens with authentic de- 
sign and- plantings, particu- 
larly in perennial English gar- 
den style. His natural land- 
scapes, stone paths and walls 


took root so quickly he 


muses “you would think 
there wasn’t another land- 
scaper in the area.” 

His next goal was to be- 
come known to the Stony 
Lake cottagers, not by ex- 
panding his workforce but 
by having his work known 
and accepted by the summer 
residents. He admits, how- 
ever, that he doés hire local 
tradesmen from time to time 
when he finds people with 
skills who are “like-minded.” 
Now established with Stony 
Lake residents, he’s found 
that he’s working for 
younger people, particularly 
Americans who come here 
because the living is cheaper 
and safer. Others who own 
their own businesses and 
work out of home offices, 
as well as retirees, all seek 
him out.

On tHe other end of 
the spectrum is someone 
buying a house with which 
they have no familial con- 
nections but is eager to re- 
storé it so that it reflects the 
past. 

Czerewko is available for 
consultations on how to go 
about authentically restoring 
or renovating a building. 
“I’m a very curious, inquisi- 
tive person. I do a lot of 
reading and by doing con- 
sulting work I get to go 
down roads I never would 
have gone down.” 

There are no subdivisions 
in Michael Czerewko’s fu- 
ture. His motto is ‘saving our 
heritage one building at a 
time’ and he claims he can 
always tell what’s under that 
aluminum siding — it’s usu- 
ally a log house just waiting 
to be restored.

and good safety gear. I'd like 
to share some tips on how 
to keep our kids safe this 
summer and all the rest of 
the year. 

Children get hurt most 
often when they ride or skate 
near cars or other vehicles, 
especially when they do not 
use safety gear. Beginners 
who are just learning to bike 
or ride are at greater risk 
than those with more expe- 
rience. However, even a sea- 
soned biker or skater risks 
injury when he or she goes 
too fast or tries stunts. 

Watch your child. The

child should be able to keep 
his or her balance, control 
speed, and ride or skate in a 
straight line. Your child 
should also be able to turn 
and to stop without losing 
control or falling. He or she 
should notice other people or 
things and be able to avoid 
running into them. Another 
important skill is the ability 
to look over the shoulder 
without losing control.

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physical skills, nor do they 
understand what car drivers 
expect. Children less than 10 
should not ride their bicycles 
in traffic. Over age 10, kids 
need good training and lots 
of practice before riding on 
the road. My advice to par- 
ents is to supervise kids 
while they practice their 
skills in a safe place. 

Here’s a quick checklist 
of safety gear for kids on 
wheels: 

Bicycle riders should 
wear a helmet. Fit is impor- 
tant. The helmet should not 
move around when your 


child shakes or moves his or 


her head. It should cover the 
top of the forehead just 
above the eyebrows and sit 
level. Side straps should fit 
around the ears in a “V” 
shape. When he or she is 
seated on the bike, your 
child’s toes should touch the 
ground. 

Scooter riders should fol- 


low the same helmet advice 


and add elbow and knee 
pads. Your child should be 
able to hold the scooter’s 
handlebars without leaning 
forward. 

In-line skaters should 
wear helmets, knee, elbow, 
and wrist pads. Skates 
should be the same size as 


your child’s shoes. Skates 
that are too large are not 
safe. 

Skateboarders should 
wear special helmets that 
cover more of the back of 
the head. Like skaters, they 
should wear knee, elbow, 
and wrist pads. Your child 
is safer on a small board with 
small wheels while learning.
